DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Town et al ("Optical Supercontinuum Generation from Nanosecond Pump Pulses in an 
irregularly microstructed air-silica optical fiber", hereafter "Town") and Birks et al (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication 2002/0122644, hereafter '644) cited as pertinent art. 

Town teaches a source of light of a spectrum of wavelengths extending over more than 
300 nm (Fig. 2 and Fig. 3 showing spectrum of wavelengths extending over more than 300 nm), 
the source comprising: a laser (page 235, second column, last paragraph, lines 2-5 and Fig. 2, 
part "Q-switched Nd:YAG laser"), which operates at or near its fundamental wavelength (page 
235, second column, last paragraph, lines 2-5 and Fig. 2, part "Q-switched Nd:YAG laser" 
operating at 1.064 urn) and produces pulses of a duration longer than 0.5 ns (page 235, second 
column, last paragraph, lines 2-5); and a micro-structured optical fiber arranged to guide the 
pulses (page 235, second column, last paragraph, line 8- page 236, second column, first 
paragraph, line 5 and Fig. 2, part "2m microstructured fiber), wherein the light is generated by 
the pulses in the core (pages 236, second column, second paragraph, lines 6-11 and Fig. 3), the 
core has a diameter of a few microns (page 235, second column, second to last paragraph, lines 
9-11 and Fig. 1). 

Birks '644 teaches an optical fiber with a core having a diameter greater than 4 microns 
(paragraph 87, lines 8-10).

However, neither Town nor Birks '644 teach or suggest the core has a diameter greater 
than 4 microns, the light is generated in the core wherein more than 80% of the light of the 
spectrum of wavelengths is in the lowest order transverse mode supported by the fiber. Town 
teaches the core having a diameter of 2 microns (page 235, second column, second to last 
paragraph, lines 9-11). The fiber of Birks '644 does not impart any gain on the light and so fails 
to generate any light within the core (paragraph 87, lines 8-10). Therefore, there is no reason to 
combine the teachings of Town and Birks '644. 

For these reasons, claims 21-40 are found to be allowable.
